Approval  to  a modified  scheme  received  and  preparation 
of  detail  drawings  in  hand.  Work  could  commence  in  1968 
si’bject  to  loan  sanction.

Approval  in  principle  received  by  end  of  year  following 
investigation  into  proposals  by  Ministry.  Detail  drawings 
etc.,  will  follow  in  1968. 

Walton  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

Approval  to  proceed  with  scheme  obtained  and  tender 
accepted  by  end  of  year.  Commencement  of  work  likely  in 
1968. 

Cargo  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

An  outline  scheme  was  prepared  and  submitted  to  the 
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Ministry  during  the  year. 

Additional  Schemes  under  consideration  include  Marker, 
Gilsland,  Smilhfield,  Brampton  — sewer  extensions  for 
housing  development,  Boustead  Hill,  Longburgh,  Burgh  by 
Sands,  Beaumont,  Kirkandrews,  Moorhouse  and  Cumwhitton.

I beg  to  submit  my  annual  report  for  1967.  Once  again  I 
must  thank  the  Council  for  the  support  given  to  the  work  of 
the  department  and  also  all  those  officers  who  contribute  so 
much  to  its  smooth  running. 

HOUSING 

New  Buildii^ 

During  the  year  110  houses  were  built,  17  by  the  Council 
and  93  privately.  Comparison  with  the  previous  four  years

The  17  built  by  the  Council  were  all  at  Scotby  and 
comprised  of  8 — 2 bedroomed  houses,  6 — 1 bedroomed 
bungalows  and  3 — 1 bedroomed  flats.  In  addition  a shop 
was  erected. 
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Housing  progress  was  unsatisfactory.  The  number  built 
during  the  year  — 17  — is  one  of  the  lowest  figures  in  post- 
war years.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  outlook  was  brighter, 
however,  as  34  houses  were  under  construction,  and  a 
commencement  should  be  made  in  1968  of  113  houses  at 
Brampton  and  5 at  Longtown. 

Further  sites  for  100  houses  at  Little  Corby  and  10  houses 
at  Low  Crosby  have  been  acquired,  but  it  is  not  expected  that 
building  will  start  until  1969.  A site  in  Swan  Street,  Longtown, 
is  expected  to  be  cleared  in  1968  and  will  be  available  for 
redevelopment. 

Negotiations  were  put  in  hand  during  the  year  to  purchase 
empty  houses  at  Brampton  from  the  Ministry  of  Technology. 
App.oximately  25  will  be  available  and  will  be  a useful  addition 
to  the  housing  stock  in  an  area  where  there  is  still  a large 
waiting  list  for  houses. 

Demolition  of  the  1 6 temporary  prefabs  at  Longtown  was 
completed  during  the  year.  They  were  built  in  1946  and 
designed  to  last  10  years.  In  fact  they  have  lasted  21  years 
and  19  are  still  giving  service  at  Brampton  and  Milton.  Those 
remaining  are  deteriorating  rapidly,  however,  and  as  soon  as 
possible  should  be  cleared.

The  number  of  discretionary  grants  showed  a decline 
both  as  regards  new  applications  and  completions,  while  in  the 
case  of  standard  grants  there  was  a substantial  decline  in 
new  applications  but  there  was  a rise  in  completions. 


Since  the  coming  into  force  of  the  Housing  Act  1949, 
discretionary  grants  have  been  paid  on  the  improvement  of 
466  houses  and  standard  grants  have  been  paid  in  respect  of 
335  houses  (standard  grants  were  introduced  in  1959).  This 
totals  801  houses. 


For  some  years  grant  applications  have  been  declining 
in  number  in  spite  of  active  encouragement  from  officers  of 
the  department.  I cannot  offer  any  explanation  other  that 
the  shortage  of  capital  to  finance  the  work.  The  decline 
in  discretionary  grants  has  been  greater  than  in  standard 
grants. 
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Improvement  of  Council-owned  Houses 

Many  older  properties  have  been  purchased  by  the  Council 
:ind  an  active  policy  of  improving  these  is  being  pursued.  In 
addition  the  older  Council  Houses  (pre  1945)  are  being  im- 
proved where  necessary.  Not  all  schemes  are  eligible  for  grant 
but  up  to  the  present  time  approved  schemes  cover  138 
houses.

In  addition  to  the  new  families  housed  22  families  were 
transferred  to  accommodation  more  suitable  to  their  needs. 
All  transfers  were  made  on  a voluntary  basis. 

In  addition  to  the  provision  of  new  houses  (and  the  sites 
purchased  should  secure  us  a welcome  improvement  in  this 
field  in  the  next  three  years)  endeavours  are  being  made  to 
improve  our  existing  housing  estates.  All  prewar  houses 
have  been  improved  to  a more  modern  standard,  repairs 
have  been  accelerated  and  we  are  new  devoting  efforts  to 
improving  the  appearance  of  estates.  In  certain  cases  re- 
decoration intervals  have  been  reduced  and  landscaping 
features  introduced.  In  particular  West  Hill,  Brampton,  and 
Chapel  Close,  Warwick  Bridge  have  been  selected  for  schemes 
of  landscaping  in  plants,  trees  and  pavings.  These  are  of  an 
experimental  nature  and  if  successful  and  finances  permit, 
may  be  repeated  elsewhere. 
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Tenants  have  responded  exceptionally  well  where 
estates  have  been  entered  in  the  Best  Kept  Housing  Estate 
section  of  the  Best  Kept  Village  competition  and  The  Beeches, 
Gt.  Corby  won  the  competition  in  1967. 

Public  Health 

Forty  Informal  Notices  were  served  under  the  Public 
Health  Acts  and  six  Statutory  Notices  were  served  during  the 
year. 


Drainage  and  Water  Closets 

New  drainage  schemes  and  water  closets  have  been  pro- 
vided at  63  premises  of  which  22  are  to  Council  sewers  and  41 
to  septic  tanks.  In  addition  12  septic  tanks  have  been 
connected  to  the  Council’s  sewers.  Some  difficulty  is  being 
experienced  in  persuading  householders  to  connect  to  the  new 
sewers  at  Warwick  Bridge  and  Wetheral  Pastures  and  in  many 
cases  it  seems  that  action  will  have  to  be  taken  under  the 
Public  Health  Act  to  abate  the  nuisances  caused  by  existing 
drainage  systems. 


Caravans 

Eleven  sites  were  licensed  under  the  Caravan  Sites  and 
Control  of  Development  Act  1960,  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Three  sites  are  for  Holiday  and  Touring  Accommodation 
and  the  remainder  are  single  residential  caravans.  Forty  six 
visits  were  made  during  the  year. 

Scrap  Metal  Dealers  Act  1964 

There  were  5 dealers  registered  under  this  Act  at  the  end 
of  the  year.  Four  visits  were  made  to  registered  premises. 
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Refuse  Collection 


The  report  of  the  Government  Working  party  on  refuse 
collection  was  received  during  the  year.  As  a result  of  the 
recommendations,  (he  Council  decided  to  introduce  a paper 
sack  collection  scheme  throughout  the  district  by  stages  over 
a period  of  years.  Due  to  the  national  economic  position, 
however,  the  scheme  was  delayed  for  1 year. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  a paper  sack  scheme  is  hygienic 
and  convenient  for  both  householder  and  staff  alike  and  I 
welcome  the  decision  of  the  Council  in  accepting  the  scheme  in 
principle.  There  is  also  no  doubt  that  it  is  much  more 
expensive.

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

A decision  was  taken  during  the  year  to  build  new  con- 
veniences at  Dalston  and  to  rebuild  those  at  Longtown. 

The  Dalston  Parish  Council  have  requested  for  some 
time  the  provision  of  public  conveniences  due  to  the  growth 
of  the  village  and  the  increase  in  the  number  of  visitors.  A 
site  has  been  found  near  the  Green. 
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At  Longtown,  small  conveniences  were  built  in  1951 
for  the  needs  of  the  town,  but  of  late  years  the  traffic  has  in- 
creased so  much  on  the  main  roads  through  the  town  that 
they  have  proved  to  be  quite  inadequate.  Strenuous  efforts 
had  to  be  made,  especially  in  the  summer  months,  to  maintain 
standards  of  hygiene.  It  is  anticipated  that  in  the  winter  of 
1968/69  the  existing  building  will  be  largely  demolished  and 
a new  structure  built  around  it  to  the  most  modern  standards. 

FOOD 

Slaughterhouses  and  Meat  Inspections. 

One  small  slaughterhouse  is  operating  within  the  district. 
It  is  used  by  one  butcher  on  one  day  per  week.  The  remainder 
of  the  meat  for  the  district  is  supplied  from  Carlisle  or  Penrith 
Slaughterhouses.
